WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
battle for the 1976 Rep u blican 
p resid ential nomination is one 
step closer after formation of a 
committee to aid former Cali­ 
fornia Gov . Ronald Reagan in a 
p ossible challenge to Presid ent 
Ford . 
Althou gh Reagan said again 
he won’t make a d ecision u ntil 
later this y ear, the chairman of 
the new committee said Tu es­ 
d ay that its members wou ld n’t 
hav e joined u nless they were 
v irtu ally certain the former 


California gov ernor wou ld ru n. 
•Sen. Pau l Lax alt, R-Nev ., 
chairman of the ‘‘Citizens for 
Reagan” committee, said the 
former gov ernor had n’t tried to 
d issu ad e him. He ad d ed , “In 
my conv ersation with him, I 
hav e come to the conclu sion 
that he has fire in his gu t” for 
a p ossible p resid ential bid . 
Some GOP lead ers hav e su g­ 
gested that Reagan was relu c­ 
tant to make a race that might 
tear the p arty ' ap art. Lax alt, 
howev er, said he thou ght a 


battle cou ld strengthen the Re­ 
p u blican p arty . 
Althou gh recent p olls hav e 
shown a d istinct d rop in Rea­ 
gan’s stand ing against Ford , 
Lax alt said the former gov er­ 
nor’s ratings hav e held u p rela­ 
tiv ely well, consid ering he is 
ou t of office, althou gh ‘‘At this 
p oint, I wou ld think he is p rob­ 
ably a 40-6 0 short-end er.” 
John P. Sears, the Washing­ 
ton attorney who formed the 
Reagan committee and will be 
its op erational chief as ex ecu ­ 


tiv e v ice chairman, said Rea­ 
gan's assent to its formation 
makes him ‘‘a legal cand i 
d ate.” 
Bu t the former gov ernor said 
in a statement issu ed in Los 
Angeles that "I hav e noi reach­ 
ed a d ecision on whether to be­ 
come a cand id ate.” A Reagan 
aid e said the d ecision wou ld 
hinge in p art on how mu ch en­ 
thu siasm the committee can 
d ru m u p for him. 
‘‘If we d id n’t feel that Gov . 
Reagan was going to be a can­ 


d id ate for the p resid ency , we 
wou ld not be here,” Lax alt 
said . He said he felt the 
chances were better than 9 0 p er 
cent Reagan wou ld ru n.

SPACE CENTER, Hou ston 
(AP) — The Sov iet Soy u z 
sp acecraft shifted into p osition 
for a cosmic linku p with an 
American Ap ollo ship on Thu rs­ 
d ay while astronau ts and cos­ 
monau ts u sed a screwd riv er, 
p ieces of tap e and band aid s for 
rep airs aboard their ship s. 
After remov ing a stu ck d ock­ 
ing mechanism from a tu nnel 
which will connect the two 
sp aceship s when they hook u p , 
the astronau ts relay ed telev ised 
p ictu res of the tu nnel to Hou s­ 
ton Mission Control as they in­ 
sp ected it and fou nd it in good 
cond ition. 
» Cosmonau ts Alex ei Leonov 
and Valri Ku basov fired their 
sp aceship engine for 21 second s 
and rep orted the maneu v er was 
p erformed p erfectly . 
The Moscow Mission Contro; 
Center 
rep orted 
the 
bu rr 
p laced Soy u z in a near-circu lar 
orbit of 137 to 139 miles abov e 
the earth, p recisely where the 
cosmonau ts want to be to re­ 
ceiv e the v isiting Americans at 


12:15 p .m. EDT ov er West Ger­ 
many . 
The d ocking p robe p roblem 
was d iscov ered aboard Ap ollo 
cm Tu esd ay night when astro­ 
nau t Vance D. Brand attemp ted 
to remov e it to op en u p the tu n­ 
nel. 
He rep orted he was u nable to 
u nd o latches on the mechanism 
with a sp ecial tool becau se the 
tool p assage was blocked by an 
ou t-of-p ositionconnecting mech­ 
anism. 
Hou ston Mission Control told 
Brand the p roblem was minor 
and instru cted him to wait u ntil 
morning to fix it. 
The center this morning ra­ 
d ioed instru ctions to remov e a 
cov er p late with a screwd riv er. 
Brand , after a night’s sleep , d id 
this easily and u sed a p iece of 
tap e to get the blocking mecha­ 
nism ou t of the way so he cou ld 
release the latches and remov e 
the p robe. 
If the astronau ts had not 
been able to remov e the p robe, 
the sp acemen wou ld not hav e 


been able to transfer between 
sp aceship s when they hooked 
u p with the Ru ssians. Howev er, 
officials said they nev er had 
any concern that this wou ld 
hap p en. 
“1 think we are all sq u ared 
away now,” Brand rep orted 
after the rep air. 
Brand , Thomas P. Stafford 
and Donald K. Slay ton earlier 
corrected a simp le p roblem in­ 
v olv ing a clogged u rine d is­ 
p osal sy stem aboard the Ap ollo. 
Aboard the Soy u z, Leonov 
and Ku basov were bu sy rep air­ 
ing one of their fou r telev ision 
cameras. It was to hav e tele-* 
v ised their reactions d u ring the 
lau nching p hase on Tu esd ay , 
bu t failed to work. 
Moscow Mission Control ra­ 
d ioed rep air instru ctions, the 
first set of which interru p ted 
the cosmonau ts’ lu nch. 
As they worked , Ku basov 
asked : 
“Can we u se band aid s from 
ou r med ical kit for insu lating 
material — to insu late off the 


end of the cable?” 
“Yes, Valri, y ou can d o it,” 
the grou nd rep lied . 
When Hou ston Mission Con­ 
trol informed the astronau ts of 
the su ccessfu l orbital change 
by Soy u z, Slay ton remarked : 
“Su p erb. Great.” 
‘They ’re u p there waiting for 
y ou ,” the U.S. cap su le commu ­ 
nicator said . 
It was 
the second 
orbit 
change for Soy u z since it was 
lau nched from the Baikonu r 
Cosmod rome. 
Ap ollo also has ex ecu ted two 
orbital shifts and p lans sev eral 
more as it closes in on Soy u z, 
which is serv ing as the target 
v ehicle in the celestial chase. 
The cosmonau ts also rep orted 
ev ery thing in ord er aboard So­ 
y u z. They said they had a good 
v iew of earth and an esp ecially 
good look at the Nile Riv er. 
They comp lained mild ly when 
grou nd control interru p ted their 
lu nch twice to p erform techni­ 
cal asks. 
The astronau ts were in good 


hu mor when the control center 
wakened them with a mu sical 
record ing: 
"Good 
morning, 
Su nshine.” All three wished 
controllers “good morning” in 
Ru ssian. 
Before d iscov ering the stu ck 
p robe, the astronau ts had fix ed 
a simp le p roblem inv olv ing a 
clogged u rine d isp osal sy stem. 
The astronau ts fired the p ow­ 
erfu l serv ice p rop u lsion engine 
on the Ap ollo craft twice Tu es­ 
d ay night in the first of a series 
of maneu v ers to ad ju st their or­ 
bit for the rend ezv ou s. 
“Sort of like being bu mp ed 
by a tru ck,” said Brand of the 
initial bu rn of less than a sec­ 
ond . 
After d ocking, the sp acemen 
will op en both end s of the air­ 
lock tu nnel connecting the v e­ 
hicles. Stafford and Leonov will 
embrace in a herald ed “hand ­ 
shake in the sky .” 
The Americans carried the 
d ocking mod u le into sp ace 
Tu esd ay and ex tracted it from 
the sp ent booster rocket with­ 


ou t d ifficu lty . 
For tw o d ay s, astronau ts and 
cosmonau ts will v isit the oth­ 
ers’ sp ace q u arters, sharing 
their food and cond u cting scien­ 
tific and med ical ex p eriments. 
They will also ex change gifts, 
flags and letters from lead ers 
of the two nations. 


For the first time since Ru s­ 
sia got the ju mp on America in 
sp ace with the lau nching of 
Sp u tnik in 1957, the two nations 
were linked in coop eration sci­ 
entifically and in a cosmic d is­ 
p lay erf d etente. 


Tod ay ’s timetable called for 
the 
Soy u z 
cosmonau ts 
to 
maneu v er their cap su le to a 
140-mile-high orbit and 
the 
Ap ollo crew to check ou t the 
d ocking mod u le sy stems. 
A test of the Soy u z telev ision 
link with Ap ollo mission control 
also was sched u led . 
The tiny cap su les were rock­ 
eted flawlessly into orbit Tu es­ 
d ay from sp acep orts half a 
world ap art.

May or William L. Nay lor act­ 
ed to fu rther su sp end the liq u or 
license of Ralp h and Sharon 
Lambing for the Three Deu ces 
Tav ern, in a hearing held Tu es­ 
d ay . 
Nay lor had initially su sp end ­ 
ed the license Ju ly 10. In that 
su sp ension ord er Nay lor cited 
an aggrav ated battery charge 
of Ju ly 9 against Ralp h Lamb­ 
ing, p lu s other d istu rbances oc­ 
cu rring at the tav ern as cau se. 
At the hearing, Nay lor was 
notified that d iv orce p roceed ­ 
ings were being taken by Mrs. 
Lambing. She was q u estioned 
abou t the Ju ly 9 incid ent by To­ 
mas Magd ich, city attorney . 
Ralp h Lambing rep orted ly 
stru ck her sev eral tim es, 
breaking her nose. 
Three stitches and bru ises, 
v isible on Mrs. Lambing’s face, 
were attribu ted to the fight. A 
cu stomer was also rep orted to 
hav e been threatened then. 
The Lambings had tried to 
op erate the tap on a shift basis, 
with one p artner working after­ 
noons and the other ev enings 
Magd ich told Nay lor that in his 
op inion, “The two can’t coop er­ 


ate to effectiv ely op erate the 
tav ern.” 
It was learned that Lambing 
had agreed to let Mrs. Lambing 
hav e the tap as p art of their d i­ 
v orce settlement. 
Earl Kelchner, p olice chief, 
recommend ed to the may or 
that the license be rev oked . 
“Neither p arty can ru n it well,” 
he stated . Kelchner ex p ressed 
concern for the p atrons of the 
establishment. 
Mr. Lambing asked Kelchner 
if any one had ev er been hu rt in 
the tap . “No, bu t one was 
threatened ,” rep lied Kelchner. 
He ad d ed that if someone wou ld 
get hu rt, it wou ld be the fau lt of 
me au thorities if they allowed 
the tav ern to remain op en. 
Sharon Lambing asked the 
may or not to rev oke the license. 
She stated that she cou ld ru n it 
alone. She p lead ed that she 
need ed the income from the tap 
to su p p ort her three minor chil­ 
d ren. 
May or Nay lor su sp end ed the 
license far 30 d ay s. It may re­ 
op en sooner if Sharon Lambing 
cou ld p rov e that she has com­ 
p lete ownership .

If there was wit aboard the 
Ap ollo’s international sp ace sis­ 
ter, the Sov iet Soy u z, it d id n’t 
come throu gh in v oice trans­ 
lations of Soy u z-Moscow mis­ 
sion control conv ersations. 
For the first time, newsmen 
and others ou tsid e the Sov iet 
Union heard liv e ex changes be­ 
tween cosmonau ts and their 
grou nd commu nicators. There 
will be an historic face-to-face 
conv ersation Thu rsd ay when 
Ap ollo Command er Thomas

Earlier, Stafford u sed Ru s­ 
sian for a rep ort to mission 
control — “Mee nahod imsia na 
orbite (We are in orbit).” 
American astronau ts allowed 
their 
enthu siasm 
to 
show 
throu gh d u ring a brief ex ­ 
change with mission control at 
the conclu sion of what had been 
a strictly technical ex change. 


“When we’v e got a little min­ 
u te here we can’t help bu t ask 
how Vance (Brand ) and Deke 
(Slay ton) are both liking the 
zero g,” said cap su le commu ­ 
nicator Dick Tru ly , an astro­ 
nau t himself, referring to the 
weightlessness of sp ace. 
Slay ton 
rep lied , 
“ Su p er 
ev ent. Can’t believ e it. Really 
sav oring ev ery ev ent u p here, 
Dick, it’s really great.” 
“Sou nd s like fu n. Wish I was 
there,” Tru ly rep lied 
“You bet. So d o we,” Slay ton

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
one-time sp ecial Social Secu rity 
p ay ment triggered a record 
ju mp in Americans’ collectiv e 
income last month. The rise, 
cou p led with increased ind u stri­ 
al ou tp u t, signaled that the 
economy is climbing ou t of the 
d eep est recession since World 
War II, the gov ernment rep ort­ 
ed tod ay . 
The Commerce Dep artment 
said p ersonal income ad v anced 
$30.6 billion in Ju ne to an an­ 
nu al rate of $1,244.9 billion The 
Fed eral Reserv e Board rep ort­ 
ed Tu esd ay a fou r-tenths of one 
p er cent increase in ind u strial 
p rod u ction, the first in nine 
months 
The statistics are signs that 
the recov ery anticip ated for 
mid y ear has begu n, bu t ad min­ 
istration economists still ex p ect 
it to be late this y ear before the 
economy 
gathers 
enou gh 
strength to red u ce u nemp loy ­ 
ment below the cu rrent rate of 
8.9 p er cent. 
The increase in p ersonal in­ 
come, which inclu d es all p ay ­ 
ments to ind iv id u als before 
tax es are d ed u cted , was the 
biggest since a $19 .9 billion in­ 
crease in Ju ne, 1971, when the 


fed eral gov ernment mad e sp e­ 
cial p ay ments to v ariou s re­ 
tired p ersons. 
The latest increase inclu d ed 
$1.6 5 billion of $50 checks p aid 
to Social Secu rity recip ients 
and other p ersons receiv ing 
fed eral retirement benefits. 
Ex clu d ing the sp ecial p ay ­ 
ment which was p art of the an­ 
tirecession tax cu t bill signed 
by Presid ent Ford in March, 
p ersonal income showed a $10.8 
billion, ad v ance. The rise com­ 
p ared to a $11.2 billion increase 
in May and marked the sev enth 
in a row 
The latest gain was sp read 
across the economy , inclu d ing 
ind u stry , gov ernment and agri­ 
cu ltu re. Ind u stry p ay rolls had 
been weak u ntil May when they 
began p icking u p 
The first increase in nine 
months in the ou tp u t of the na­ 
tion’s factories, mines and u tili­ 
ties was rep orted Tu esd ay and 
ad ministration 
economists 
called it encou raging bu t not 
su rp rising 
The Fed eral Reserv e Board 
said its ind ex of ind u strial p ro­ 
d u ction ad v anced fou r tenths erf 
1 p er cent in Ju ne, record ing 
the biggest increase since the 


six -tenths of 1 p er cent rise in 
May 1974. 
While not conclu siv e in itself, 
“in conju nction with other ev i­ 
d ence we are seeing, it is p ret­ 
ty clear ev id ence the economy 
is starting to recov er,” said 
James L. Pate, top economist 
of the Commerce Dep artment. 
That other ev id ence inclu d es 
a rising v olu me of retail sales, 
a record cu t d u ring May in the 
bu siness 
inv entories 
which 
mu st be red u ced before p rod u c­ 
tion p icks u p and grad u al 
strengthening in the v ital au to 
ind u stry . 
The big-fou r au tomakers said 
Ju ly 1-10 au to sales were at the 
highest lev el for the first 10 
d ay s of a month since last Oc­ 
tober. Au to officials said the 
early Ju ly p erformance showed 
ad d ed strength in the new car 
market and the economy as a 
whole 
And the stock market, reac­ 
ting to continu ed signs 
o f eco­ 
nomic recov ery , reached a new 
high for the y ear. The Dow 
Jones ind u strial av erage closed 
u p 5 95 at 881.81, its highest 
since March 26, 1974. 
The increase in all ind u strial 
p rod u ction “is an encou raging 


figu re becau se it confirms what 
we hav e been seeing,” said Sid ­ 
ney L. Jones, a Treasu ry De­ 
p artment economist. 
Bu t Jones and Pate agreed 
that while the Fed eral Reserv e 
statistic ind icates the economy 
is mov ing u p , the figu re con­ 
tains no clu e to how strong the 
mov e will be. And on the 
strength of the recov ery hinges 
the fate of the nation's 7.3 mil­ 
lion u nemp loy ed . 
Economists generally consid ­ 
er a growth in total economic 
ou tp u t of abou t 5 p er cent a 
y ear is necessary d u ring a re­ 
cov ery 
to 
make 
head way 
against 
u nemp loy ment. 
The 
Ju ne increase in ind u strial p ro­ 
d u ction works ou t to an annu al 
rate of increase ju st u nd er 5 
p er cent. 


Meanwhile, the Senate Pu blic 
Works Committee has ap p rov ed 
a one y ear, $2.1 billion au thor­ 
ization to sp eed u p p u blic 
works p rojects in areas su ffer­ 
ing from high u nemp loy ment. 
The money is not inclu d ed in 
Presid ent Ford ’s bu d get, how­ 
ev er, and the measu re ap p ears 
v irtu ally certain to be op p osed 
by the White Hou se

fering shock ov er the cond ition 
of her child 
The story was related Tu es­ 
d ay to a Hou se Commerce in­ 
v estigations su bcommittee look­ 
ing into u nnecessary su rgery . 
Mrs Valenzu ela s d au ghter 
recov ered her health and re­ 
ceiv ed $2,000 in a malp ractice 
settlement The other child ren 
each receiv ed sev eral hu nd red 
d ollars In each case, a cou rt 
ru led the tonsillectomies had 
not been need ed , she told the 
Hou se p anel 
% r Sid ney M Woite fold the 


p anel that as many as 3 2 mil­ 
lion su rgical op erations may be 
p erformed need lessly each y ear 
in the United States. Wolfe, d i­ 
rector of the Ralp h Nad er-affil­ 
iated Pu blic Citizen’s Health 
Research grou p , said that 16,- 
000 d eaths occu r as a resu lt 
and that as many as 100 chil­ 
d ren may be d y ing each y ear 
becau se of tonsillectomies that

The su bcommittee is looking 
into how many op erations p er­ 
formed each y ear are d one 
need lessly , how many p eop le 
d ie as a resu lt and the cost to 
the American p u blic Tu esd ay ’s 
hearing was the first of three 
the p anel p lans to hold 
Wolfe’s figu res came from a 
1973 stu d y of su rgery p er­ 
formed on members of two 
New York City u nions 
The New York City su rv ey

Wolfe recommend ed a p ro­ 
gram of ind ep end ent rev iew by 
sp ecialists before any p atient 
u nd ergoes su rgery .

So me wo uld think it is nice to 
liv e in an atmo sphere o f no infla­ 
tio n, no wo rries abo ut liv ing co n­ 
ditio ns. If friends o r kinfo lk need 
jo bs just v o te fo r 300 mo re Senate 
helpers, co sting $10.2 millio n per 
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y ear. 
Also , ho w much fun to plan a 
new building fo r the Senate and 
Ho use, starting o ut to co st $110 
millio n. If y o u tax pay ers are kind 
eno ugh to y o urselv es to v o te fo r 
new co ngressmen in the primar­ 
ies nex t spring that wo uld wake 
up a lo t o f po liticians. 
Who wants to be an Illino is 
senato r o r representativ e o f the 
16 th District, and is willing to 
wo rk fo r it? The primaries are 
nex t May 197 6 so y o u will hav e to 
start so o n. Who , well it is a ques­ 
tio n that few can answer, fo r it 
will take a lo t o f time and mo ney 
and the results are do ubtful. 


What is wro ng with checking 
o n the perso nal co nduct o f y o ur 
senato rs and representativ es o r 
the President o f the United 
States? The tax pay ers wo rk to 
earn mo ney to pay their salaries, 
but kno w v ery little abo ut their 
co nduct. If y o u co uld keep the 
President fro m using the FBI this 
wo uld be a go o d o rganizatio n to 
co ntinually check o n y o ur legisla­ 
to rs in o rder that y o u wo uld kno w 
ho w y o ur emplo y es are co nduct­ 
ing y o ur business.

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More investment 
capital needed

Capital inv estment in buildings 
and machinery is literally “ seed 
mo ney .” It is embedded at the ro o ts 
o f o ur eco no my and no o ther single 
facto r is so co nsequential in the fu­ 
ture we ho pe fo r. But this “ seed 
mo ney ” is o n the skids. 
In the last quarter o f 197 4 and this 
y ear’s first quarter, capital appro ­ 
priatio ns dro pped 35.4 per cent! 
To tal U.S. debt o f ev ery segment 
o f o ur so ciety has increased to $2.5 
trillio n. It includes, o f co urse, the su- 
perco lo ssal federal debt, fo r o ur 
go v ernment do es no t meet urgent 
so cial needs by eco no my and go o d 
fiscal management. It meets them 
by debt. No wo nder we see the infla­ 
tio n that inev itably acco mpanies su- 
perco lo ssal federal debt. 
Yet many co ngressmen in By - 
zantium-o n-the-Po to mac are busy 
weav ing a web o f co nfusio n abo ut 
this. And their web can do as much 
damage to capital inv estment as the 
simple match that sets o ff an o ld- 
fashio ned fuse. 
Apparently they fail to realize 
that businesses, like indiv iduals, 
must hav e a suitable climate in 
which to dev elo p. This fact applies 
tax -wise, pro ductio n-wise and in all 
o ther way s, fo r the fav o rable cli­ 
mate is necessary in o rder to pro ­ 
v ide the max imum co ntributio ns in 
jo bs, pay ro lls, security , pro ducts, 
etc. 
Scaring the liv ing day lights o ut o f 
business is a po o r way to get the pro ­ 
ductio n, emplo y ment, wages and 
pro fits o n which tax es depend. 


We may no t hav e the wo rld’s 
greatest painters, musicians o r 
whatno t, but by co mmo n co nsent, 
U.S. Businessmen are pro bably the 
best in the wo rld. They are a breed 
that built the United States. 
But we do no t liv e in a pro fit 
eco no my ; we liv e in a pro fit-and-lo ss 
eco no my . That’s a v ery different 
thing. And the po liticians brush the 
lo ss side under the bed as if it were 
no t an integral facto r in o ur eco no ­ 
my . This seeks to defuse and defeat 
public attentio n. 


Po liticians unfailingly ex press a 
co ncern fo r pro gress. But the co n­ 
cern fo r pro gress and fo r pro fits are 
no t inco mpatible. J ust the rev erse. 
They are indiv isible. 
All pro ductiv ity is based o n three 
facto rs: (a) natural reso urces, 
who se fo rms are changed by (b) the 
ex penditure o f human energy , with 
the aid o f (c) the capital inv estment 
in to o ls. 
The go o d life co mes fro m go o d 
to o ls. The better life co mes fro m 
better to o ls. It is to o ls that let us liv e 
better with less effo rt. And pro fits 
are the so urce o f to o ls. They co me 
into being in a free so ciety o nly when 
an incentiv e ex ists—the pro fit mo ­ 
tiv e—fo r their purchase and use. 
In its material sense, the greatest 
go o d fo r the greatest number, abo ut 
which po liticians talk so endlessly , 
really means the greatest pro ductiv ­ 
ity per wo rker. In the lo ng run, o nly 
greater pro ductiv ity can pay fo r in­ 
creased wages. Any thing sho rt o f 
this simply increases ev ery bo dy ’s 
liv ing co sts. 


Yet pro fits are made to seem a 
dirty wo rd and the pro fit mo tiv e is 
usually maligned. 
The risk fo r, and trend o f, pro fits 
is discussed o nly when pro fits are 
large. Then these are twisted by 
dragging in the to tally irrelev ant 
co ncept o f “ pro fits befo re tax es.” 
That is utterly meaningless and is no t 
pertinent. 
It is equally meaningless to quib­ 
ble abo ut what sho uld be retained. 
Mo reo v er, there is little tho ught o f 
enterprise as a jo b-giv ing facto r and 
the enterpriser’s reward is igno red. 
Actually , the United States has 
been whittling away at its capital 
fo rmatio n requirements fo r y ears 
and y ears. To day the grim fact is 
that we face an estimated $6 50 bil­ 
lio n sho rtage in inv estment capital 
during the nex t decade. 
It co uld pro duce widespread dis­ 
tress. The so cio -po litical implica­ 
tio ns are immense. Our liv es receiv e 
a check, like a tree that has been 
blasted by fro st. 
Americans co uld lo se jo bs. U.S. 
industry can lo se its co mpetitiv e po ­ 
sitio n in the wo rld markets. The 
sho rtage o f inv estment capital co uld 
po int to a lo wer American standard 
o f liv ing. The tax rev enue o n which 
Washingto n depends and the who le 
v irtuo us circle o f ex pansio n o r the 
v icio us circle o f co ntractio n are at 
stake. 
The sho rtage’s dangers sabo tage 
o ur human rights and pro perty 
rights (which are largely the same 
thing) and nearly ev ery thing that 
represents true gains fo r ev ery 
American. 


Voice of the people 


The ministers o f o ur co mmunity 
were up in arms abo ut the mo ral de­ 
cay a beer garden wo uld hav e o n o ur 
y o uth o v er the fiv e-day Petunia Fes­ 
tiv al in Dix o n. (Co uld y o u ho nestly 
believ e that a three-day beer garden 
wo uld co rrupt the y o uth any mo re 
than the numero us tav erns that run 
thro ugho ut the y ear? ) Where were 
o ur religio us leaders when the Su­ 
preme Co urt legalized abo rtio n and 
the Dix o n ho spital agreed to go 
alo ng with it? Abo rtio n, no t alco ho l, 
is the mo ral decay o f o ur y o uth—it is 
the imprint o n the mind o f o ur y o uth 
that there are so me human liv es that 
aren’t wo rthy eno ugh to be liv ed. 
Who are we to decide such a thing? 


Ho w wo uld the Go d we wo rship feel 
abo ut any priest, rabbi, o r minister 
who co nsiders life with such little re­ 
spect? We hav e o ften been to ld, 
when talking the abo rtio n issues that 
we sho uld leav e the religio us aspects 
o f abo rtio n to o ur religio us leaders. 
Ho w can we when the religio us lead­ 
ers igno re these issues. The religio us 
leaders seemed to be to o afraid o f 
stepping into such a co ntro v ersial is­ 
sue like abo rtio n. They , like the do c­ 
to rs o f o ur co mmunity , sidestep the 
abo rtio n issue rather than hav e 
themselv es po inted o ut as definite 
pro -life defenders. I guess it is mo re 
impo rtant to preach what is safe 
than o n the co mmandment “ Tho u 


shall no t Kill” and all it entails. It is 
up to the av erage perso n to sho w the 
religio us leaders the Way . 
This letter is no t meant to ap­ 
pro v e the use o f alco ho l which is def­ 
initely a pro blem, but rather to po int 
o ut that abo rtio n is an ev en mo re 
pressing pro blem. Abo rtio n is a co n­ 
tagio us disease creeping thro ugh o ur 
co untry enco mpassing all ages 
thro ugh infanticide and euthanasia 
Ex amine y o ur v alues—if y o u are a 
religio us leader y o u sho uld be co n 
cerned with all aspect o f the sacred 
ness o f life.

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REFLECTIONS— In the last 20 
y ears, farm prices had go ne up 7 2 
per cent; industrial pnces hav e ris­ 
en 50 per cent and serv ice charges 
hav e sky ro cketed mo re than 100 per 
cent. 
Industrial prices and serv ice 
charges hav e go ne upward rather 
steadily in the last two decades but 
7 5 per cent o f the increase in farm 
prices o ccurred during the last two 
y ears. 
, 
Fro m 1953 to 196 7 farm prices 
were depressed with pro ducers no t 
receiv ing higher prices in 1967 than 
14 y ears earlier. 
The nex t fo ur y ears saW agricul­ 
tural prices rising by 12 per cent and 
then fro m 197 2 to 197 3 came the in­ 
crease which staggered ev ery o ne 
but was a bo o n to the lagging farm 
pro ducer. 
In that y ear, famo us fo r the 
wheat sale to Russia, prices o f farm 
pro ducts zo o med 
5 4 per cent higher. 
The steep jump in agricultural 
prices gav e farmers per capita dis­ 
po sable inco me in 197 3 which was 
113 per cent o f no nfarmers. 
The asto unding thing abo ut this 
statistic is that in 196 0 farmers per 
capita dispo sable inco me was o nly 
53 per cent o f no nfarmers. 
Farm prices are mo re flex ible

than industrial prices and serv ice 
charges. 
Prices paid farmers which go up, 
usually , in a rather near term, are 
apt to co me do wn. 
Ov er the past 20 y ears, farm pric­ 
es ro se in 11 y ears and either stay ed 
do wn o r remained the same in nine 
y ears. 
Fo r instance, the ho g market 
price o n J an. 2, 1973 was $30.12 per 
hundredweight and by Aug. 13 had 
risen to $6 1.88, a hike o f mo re than 
100 per cent, but by May 21,197 4 the 
ho g price was do wn to $26 .25 per 
hundredweight. 
Price is no t the o nly baro meter to 
measuring the welfare o f farmers. 
What agricultural pro ducers re­ 
ceiv e must be placed in co ntex t with 
prices they must pay fo r imple­ 
ments, seeds, fertilizers and o ther 
items required to o perate their 
farms. 
The barter questio n is ho w many 
ears o f co m do es it take to buy a 
co mbine and is handled by index es 
kept by the Statistical Research 
Serv ice (SRS) o f the United States 
Department o f Agriculture (USDA). 
A farm bill passed in 1938 set the 
machinery fo r the establishment o f 
the pro gram to furnish the info rma­ 
tio n needed to determine if agricul­ 


tural pro ducers are receiv ing prices 
which indicate they hav e the same 
purchasing po wer which farmers 
had fro m 1910 to 1914 . 
This was kno wn as the parity in- - 
dex and o nce was called the Index o f ni 
Prices Paid by Farmers fo r Co m­ 
mo dities and Serv ices, Including In­ 
terest, Tax es and Farm Wage Rates. 
It measured the av erage change 
in prices paid fo r co mmo dities and 
serv ices co mmo nly priced to farm 
families. 
The Parity Ratio co mpares tho se 
index es and pro v ides an indicatio n 
o f the per unit purchasing po wer o f . 
farm co mmo dities generally in 
terms o f go o ds and serv ices current-. 
ly bo ught by farmers, in relatio n to * 
the purchasing po wer o f farm pro d- * 
ucts in the 1910-1914 base perio d. 
This price fo rmula do es no t 
measure co st o f pro ductio n, stand­ 
ard o f liv ing o r inco me parity . 
It is based o n price relatio nship 
which is o nly o ne co mpo nent o f co sts 
o f pro ductio n and inco me. 
Aside fro m the parity price ra- • 
tio s, farmers hav e caught up with 
no nfarmers in per capita dispo sable 
inco me but there is no assurance 
they will be able to maintain this po ­ 
sitio n.

Food stamps costly first aid

Much the same thing is hap­ 
pening to the fo o d stamp pro gram 
as has happened to the So cial Se­ 
curity sy stem. 
Bo rn in the Great Depressio n, 
So cial Security was intended to 
pro v ide a minimum inco me fo r 
tho se no lo nger wo rking o r unable 
to wo rk. Its purpo se was to stav e 
o ff dire po v erty amo ng the elder­ 
ly , the disabled, the wido wed o r 
o rphaned 


Since then, o f co urse, fo r mil­ 
lio ns o f Americans So cial Securi­ 
ty has beco me their so le retire­ 
ment inco me rather than merely 
a supplement to o ther inco me o r 
sav ings. As ev ery wo rking perso n 
kno ws, pay ro ll deductio ns needed 
to pay fo r steadily increasing So ­ 
cial Security benefits hav e so ared 
to the po int where many Ameri­ 
cans are pay ing mo re in So cial 
Security tax es than in inco me 
tax es. 
Likewise, fo o d stamps were 
o riginally co nceiv ed as a fo o d- 
purchase subsidy pro v ided by the 
federal go v ernment fo r families 
o r indiv iduals belo w a certain lev ­ 
el o f inco me. Since 197 1, enro ll­ 
ment in the pro gram has risen 
fro m abo ut 9.4 millio n peo ple to 
nearly 20 millio n and its co st is 
ex pected to reach $6 .5 billio n in 
the fiscal y ear that began J uly I. 
Ho w far we hav e departed 
fro m the o riginal co ncept o f the 
pro gram is sho wn by the recent 
ruling bf the U.S. Co urt o f A p ­ 


peals in Washingto n inv alidating 
the fo rmula upo n which fo o d 
stamp pay ments are based. The 
actio n was taken in respo nse to a 
class-actio n suit bro ught by nine 
lo w-inco me families, the city o f 
New Yo rk, Co mmo nwealth o f 
Pennsy lv ania and the Natio nal 
Welfare Rights Organizatio n. 


“ Fo r a family that needs a lo af 
o f bread, the o ffer o f a slice is 
po o r co mfo rt,” said a three-judge 
panel, o rdering the Agriculture 
Department to co me up with a 
new fo rmula that allo ws fo o d 
stamp recipients to purchase “ a 
nutritio nally adequate diet.” 
Mo st peo ple will pro bably go 
alo ng with this, just as they hav e 
go ne alo ng with the idea that So ­ 
cial Security sho uld pro v ide ev ­ 
ery American with an adequate 
standard o f liv ing—assuming that 
we can agree o n what is “ ade­ 
quate” in either case. 


But while the Agriculture De­ 
partment is liberalizing its eligi­ 
bility requirements fo r tho se who 
really need fo o d stamps, it is lo ng 
past time fo r it to tighten up its 
pro cedures to ex clude tho se who 
do n’t need them. 
Co ngress has passed a tempo ­ 
rary law banning stamps fo r stu­ 
dents claimed as dependents by 
well-o ff families. J ust the o ther 
day , ho wev er, the Senate Agricul­ 
ture Co mmittee was to ld that the 
department’s co mplicated sched­ 
ule o f deductio ns is allo wing 
many middleHnco me families to 


qualify fo r go v ernment help in 
pay ing their gro cery bills. Ex ­ 
penses that can be subtracted 
fro m gro ss inco me include such 
things as federal, state and lo cal 
tax es, So cial Security tax es, med­ 
ical co sts o v er $10 a mo nth, child 
care pay ments, tuitio n fees, rent 
o r mo rtgages pay ments and 
unio n dues and alimo ny pay ­ 
ments. 
Urging its members no t to be 
“ to o pro ud” to apply fo r fo o d 
stamps, the Natio nal Educatio n 
Assn. repo rts that o ne Minneso ta 
teacher, with six children, quali­ 
fied fo r stamps despite an inco me 
o f $14 ,900. 
Twenty millio n is a lo t o f peo ­ 
ple. It’s nearly o ne o ut o f ev ery 10 
Americans. In that large a num­ 
ber o f fo o d stamp recipients there 
are bo und to be abuses, as well as 
instances where truly needy fam­ 
ilies are no t receiv ing as much as 
they need. No do ubt there are also 
many Americans who co uld qual­ 
ify fo r the stamps but cling to the 
rather o ld-fashio ned idea that 
they are respo nsible fo r their o wn 
suppo rt and that o f their children. 
The tro uble is that the fo o d 
stamp pro gram is merely a kind 
o f Band-Aid remedy applied to 
o ne sy mpto m o f the underly ing 
sickness in the eco no my . As no t­ 
ed, its enro llment has mo re than 
do ubled in fo ur y ears Unless the 
fundamental pro blems o f infla­ 
tio n and unemplo y ment are 
so lv ed, it co uld gro w ev en mo re 
pro digio usly in co ming y ears.

On May 9 , 176 8, a colonial 
customs officer named ’Hiomas 
Kirk boarded John Hancock’s 
sloop, the Liberty, which was 
bed up at the owner’s wharf 
along the north-end waterfront 


of Boston He was suspicious of 
the small entry of twenty-fiv e 
casks of Madeira wine as the 
total amount subject to duty. 
Kirk 
quickly 
discov ered 
much more Madeira than had 
been declared. Capt, Jam es 
Marshall of the v essel offered 
the customary bribe so that the 
carg o mig ht be unloaded, but 
Kirk refused to take it. There­ 
upon Marshall and his men 
locked the customs official in 
the cabin and proceeded to 
hoist the casks out of the hold 
and take them ashore. When 


the job was finished Captain 
M arshall threatened K irk’s 
property and iife if be told any­ 
one about the affair, and the 
terrified officer reported to his 
superior that the carg o entered 
for the Liberty- was correct. 
About a month later the Lib­ 
erty was still at the wharf, be­ 
ing loaded for an outward v oy­ 
ag e By this time Captain M ar­ 
shall had died and the 5<Hiun 
warship Romney had arriv ed in 
Boston harbor 
Feeling safer 
now. Kirk told the true story of 
the ev ents of May 9 . With this 


information the comptroller of 
the customs, Benjamin Hallo- 
well, went down to the dock and 
had the broad arrow (sig nifying 
g ov ernment property) painted 
on the Liberty’s side. 
When sailors from the Rom­ 
ney were cutting Hancock's 
sloop from her mooring s, to tow 
the ship (Hit into the harbor un­ 
der cov er of the warship’s g uns, 
they were insulted and pelted 
with rocks and bricks by a 
crowd of hoodlums. The mob 
then followed the customs offi­ 
cials to their homes, striking 
and shov ing them all the way. 
The 
collector’s 
son 
w as 


knocked down and drag g ed by 
the hair on his head throug h the 
streets At the commissioners’ 
hemes windows were smashed 
and other damag e done 
In another pointed demon­ 
stration a g ang of toug hs hauled 
a boat belong ing to one of the 
customs officers up to the Com­ 
mon. There in front of Han­ 
cock’s mansion they burned the 
boat. While this was taking 
place the mob was worked up 
by a Patriot ora to*: “We will 
support our Liberties depend 
ing on the streng th of our own 
arm s

The Lo y a lists o f Bo sto n ha d a stro ng cha mpio n in Jo hn Mein, publisher o f the Bo sto n 
Chro nicle, which a ppea red fro m la te 17 67 to June 17 7 0 . Mein, who didn’t mind disputes, 
v ig o ro usly defended British po licy . He qua rreled with the Pa trio ts, a nd he ev en g a v e 
Jo hn Gill, o ne o f the publishers o f the Bo sto n Ga zette, a phy sica l bea ting . 
Customs offi­ 
cia ls were ha ppy to g iv e this fea rless spo kesma n their printing business. When the 
Co mmittee o f Mercha nts o f Bo sto n o rg a nized a no nimpo rta tio n a g reement, Mein wo uld 
no t be bullied into sig ning . Instea d he printed lists o f ca rg o es a nd impo rters. In this em­ 
ba rra ssing issue Mein printed the na mes o f co nsig nees o f British g o o ds, including the 
fa mo us Pa trio t, Jo hn Ha nco ck. (Co urtesy , America n Antiqua ria n So ciety .)

the rioters had “g ot some rum 
and attempted to g et more; if 
they had procured it in quantity 
God knows where this Fury 
would hav e ended.” 
These incidents were all part 
of 
the 
colonists’ 
protests 
ag ainst the Townshend Acts of 
176 7. These laws had added new 
tariffs on g oods imported by the 
Americans and the customs ad­ 
m inistration had been re ­ 
formed. John Dickinson and 
others had declared the Town­ 
shend Rev enue Act unconstitu­ 
tional, and had pointed out that 
strict enforcement of 
trade 
rég ulations would hav e a rui­ 
nous economic effect on the col­ 
onies. 
For merchants who had been 
carrying on smug g ling defiant­ 
ly— often securing the conni­ 
v ance of customs officers by 
the payment of bribes— more 
efficient enforcement of the law 
m eant the loss of profitable 
business.

Using whatev er means they 
could find (ev en v iolence if nec­ 
essa ry) colonial sm ug g lers 
tried to carry on business as 
usual. Only a short while before 
the L iberty affa ir, another 
Hancock v essel, the Lydia, was 
the scene of trouble. Noting that 
the customs officer’s creden­ 
tials were not dated, the captain 
of the Lydia refused him access 
to the carg o, and then some of 
Hancock’s musclemen threw 
the officer ov erboard. 
It is small wonder that Gov . 
Francis Bernard of Massachu­ 
setts Bay and the customs offi­ 
cers demanded nav al and mili­ 
tary forces to assist them. Con­ 
sidering the attitude of the m er­ 
chants and the many townspeo­ 
ple, the royal officials felt that 
they could do their work only 
under the protection of armed 
forces. 
When Gen. Thomas 
Gag e arriv ed in the fall of 1708 
with two reg iments, howev er, 
the problems were not solv ed 
and more controv ersy erupted. 
In the case of the Liberty, 
John Hancock was arrested and 
ordered to pay a hug e fine. A 
lawsuit followed with John Ad­ 
am s 
defending 
Hancock 
ag ainst charg es of smug g ling . 
After a three months’ trial in 
176 9 Attorney General Sewell 
dropped the case for lack of 
conclusiv e ev idence, declaring 
“The King will prosecute no 
further.” Hancock g ot off scot- 
free on charg es ag ainst him, 
but he lost the Liberty. The 
sloop was made into a rev enue 


cutter and used in Narrag an- 
sett Bay until a Newport mob 
seized the ship and burned it. 
Claerly, the enforcement of 
an unpopular British reg ulation 
in the colonies was v ery diffi­ 
cult if not impossible. John 
Hancock was only one of many 
who tried to ev ade British trade 
reg ulations and import g oods 
illeg ally in this period. The Lib­ 
erty affair did boost Hancock’s 
local prestig e and he was elect­ 
ed to the Massachusetts Gener­ 
al Court (the colonial leg isla­ 
ture) in 176 9 . For the most part 
he supported the Patriot cause 
in the years ahead. A notable 
exception may be seen in the 
accom panying 
illustration 
from 
the Boston Chronicle, 
which shows Hancock as a v io­ 
lator of 
the nonimportation 
ag reement of his fellow Boston 
merchants.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
denim-dressed dentist here is 
tatto o ing teeth with suns and 
mo o ns, hearts and flo wers. He 
say s deco rating dental wo rk is 
a new fo rm o f bo dy art. 
Dr. Ro bert Wachtel say s he 
o nly puts designs o n po rcelain 
caps — no t o n real teeth — and 
nev er o n fro nt teeth “ because 
they ’re to o o bv io us and peo ple 
may change their minds.” 
And the 3 3 -y ear-o ld dentist 
emphasizes he nev er caps a 
to o th unless it is necessary . 


“ Mo re and mo re peo ple are 
do ing it — it’s quite nice and 
v ery perso nal,” say s the 33- 
y ear-o ld Wachtel. He said he’s 
ado rned the teeth o f 36 patients 
in the last y ear. 
Wachtel, who se o wn teeth are 
still pearly white, say s h is 
sto ck in trade includes su n ­ 
b u rsts, stars, airp lan es, an 
cho re, lightning ro ds, signs o f 
the zo diac “ and any design 
so mebo dy wants.” 
The patient draws the design 
in any co lo r o r co lo rs and lab 


technicians paint it o n the cap 
and bake o n a 
glaze. The 
patient has a week to decide 
befo re the cap is cemented. If 
he changes his mind, the design 
is gro und o ff and the cap reg­ 
lazed. 
A fancy fang co sts no mo re 
than a plain white cap, 
W ach tel say s h e first h it u p o n 
the idea o f o rnamented teeth 
when a patient co mplained that 
the cap he was abo ut to install 
lo o ked to o plain and suggested 
a design. 


“ I’v e been suggesting designs 
fo r 
caps 
ev er 
since. 
Like 
tato o s, they ’re a v ery perso nal 
fo rm o f ex pressio n,” Wachtel 
say s. 
Bo bSagesar, an architectural 
draftsman and sailo r, o rdered a 
blue ancho r fo r his to o th and 
say s he’s so rry it isn’t o n a 
fro nt to o th. 
“ Mo stly , I do n’t sho w it to 
peo ple,” he admits. “ But if 
they want to see it, they just 
hav e to lo o k way back in 
there.”

H ow to freeze b eans 
Snap beans— known as green 
beans to most people— are a 
snap to freeze. 
For best freezing resu lts, se­ 
lect y ou ng, tender, stringless 
beans that snap when broken. 
Allow abou t one pou nd of fresh 
beans for one pint frozen. 
The following su ggestions are 
giv en for freezing snap beans: 
Wash the beans and snap off 
the ends. Cu t beans into one or * 
two-inch pieces or slice them 
lengthwise. Pu t the beans into a 
blanching basket and lower the 
basket into boiling water. Cov er 
and heat for three minu tes— 
begin cou nting time as soon as 
y ou place the v egetables in the 
boiling water. 
The pu rpose of blanching 
v egetables is to destroy the en­ 
zy mes and prev ent u ndesirable 
changes in flav or, color and 
tex u re. 
After blanching, plu nge the 
basket of heated beans into icy 
cold w ater to stop the cooking. 
It takes abou t as long to cool 
v egetables as to heat them. 
When beans are cool, remov e 
them from the w ater and drain 
well. 
Pack the beans into bags or 
other containers. A stand to 
hold the bags makes filling eas­ 
ier. Also, a fu nnel helps keep 
the sealing edges clean. 
Leav e Vz inch head space and 
seal by twisting and folding 
back the top of the bags and ty ­ 
ing with a string or wire fasten­ 
er. Freeze beans at once, and 
store them at 0 degrees F. or 
below. If the bags u sed are of 
m aterials that become brittle 
at low tem peratu res, they need 
an ou tside carton for protec­ 
tion. 
If v egetables are to be taken 
to a locker plant, not more than 
two hou rs shou ld elapse be­ 
tween prepara tion—packaging 
and freezing, say s Frances 
Reev erts. While waiting, store 
the beans in the refrigerator.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A na­ 
tionwide postal strike is threat­ 
ened nex t week if union and 
management officials fail to 
agree on a new two-y ear con­ 
tract for 6 00,000 postal workers. 
‘There will be no mail deliv ­ 
eries n ex t Mo n d ay mo rn in g if 
we can’t reach agreement with­ 
in the week,” warned President 
J ames H. Rademacher of the 
National Association of Letter 
Carriers. 
Ev en though postal workers 
are forbidden by law from 
striking, Rademacher say s “ if 
we hav e no contract we hav e a 
right to withhold our serv ices.” 
The letter carriers union is 
one of four unions whose con­ 
tract with the Postal Serv ice 
ex pires at midnight Sunday . 
Should the parties fail to reach 
agreement on their own, the 
law authorizes fact-finding and, 
finally , binding arbitration as a 
means of resolv ing their dis­ 
pute.

CHICAGO (AP) - Modern- 
day 
p rofessional 
wrestling 
matches are like medival mor­ 
ality p lay s in p itting good 
against evil, say s a University 
of Chicago researcher. 
Wrestling fans often identify 
with the hero, or good guy , in 
his dilemma of try ing to win 
p lay ing by the rules while p it­ 
ted against a villainous com­ 
p etitor who disdains them, he 
said. 
The researcher, Thomas Hen- 
ricks, a doctoral candidate in 
sociology , noted too that the 
referee p lay s the role of a 
“fairly colorless rep resentativ e 
of ineffective justice,” who can 
be easily dup ed by wrongdoers. 
Illegal maneuv ers often are 
obvious to the audience long be­ 
fore the referee, the rep resen­ 
tative 
of 
justice, 
becomes 
aware of them, he said. 
‘The same kind of dilemmas 
may have been going on in the 
lives of watchers” as in the 
wrestling p erformance, he said 
in an interview 
Henricks is interested in the 
sociology of religion and rit­ 
uals, he said, and decided to 
analy ze wrestling as ritual or 
dramatic forip . 
A rep ort of his study was 


p ublished in the journal Sociolo­ 
gical Inquiry . It was based in 
p art on questionnaires he sent 
to wrestling fan club members 
and on attendance and inter­ 
views at wrestling matches 
Wrestling p erformers take on 
identities designed to p romote 
adoration or hate in the au­ 
dience, Henricks said. 
‘They p lay to a tradition a t 
beliefs in the efficacy of p hy si­ 
cal force in settling moral dis­ 
p utes and in p ractical knowl­ 
edge as the most help ful guide 
for such struggles,” he added. 
Wrestling stressed the moral 
inequality between op p onents, 
he said. 
The hero affects being good, 
p olite, friendly , humanitarian, 
merciful and p lay ing by the 
rules. The villian is ev il, rude, 
unfriendly , disdainful of rules, 
ugly or effeminate, boastful, 
dishonest, brutal and merciless. 
Viilians assume such nick­ 
names as Bruiser, Killer, Mad 
Dog, and Butcher, Henricks 
noted The hero p oses as a 
“man of the p eop le” who en­ 
joy s his contacts with fans and 
who asp ires to be “a defender 
of the commonp lace sensi­ 
bility .”

theme of the good man who is 
burdened by his own agreement 
to a set or rules that are not 
shared by his less honorable 
op p onent,” he said. 
Hence, he p ointed out, much 
of the match involves torment 
of the hero as he endures bit­ 
ing, gouging, p unching and oth­ 
er indignities by the villain 
Finally , when the hero no 
longer can endure these out­ 
rages, he sp ontaneously resorts 
to an illegal act himself, and 
this “bursting the encumbrance 
of legal p rocess” wins the 
greatest p laudits of the fans, 
Henricks said 


“Order is achieved where 
simp le legality was imp otent by 
an overwhelming force of mor­ 
al righteousness,” he said. 
Henricks said p rofessional 
wrestling differs from other 
sp orts in that breaking of rules 
is featured. The legitimacy of 
wrestling as a sp ort has there­ 
fore been called into question. 
Many wrestling fans recog 
nize that the action is staged, 
but still enjoy it, Henricks said. 
One fan remarked that “wres­ 
tling is like a good book of fic­ 
tion It may be fake but it’s

The dep artment’s Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
formally p rop osed on Tuesday 
that distilled sp irits sold in the 
United States be p ackaged in 
six standard size metric bottles

The changeover would begin 
nex t Jan. 1 with both metric 
and non-metric bottles in use 
during the interim p eriod. 
A changeover of wine bottles

The vote was 293 to 122. 
The amendment to abolish 
the committee was p rop osed by 
Rep . James H. Quillen, R-

intelligence 
agencies because of members’ 
attitudes and leaks to the p ress. 
“You simp ly can’t keep the 
intelligence agencies on the 
front p ages day after day and 
detail one ex p loit after anothing 
without doing great damage to 
them,” said Rep . Samuel S. 
Stratton, D-N.Y. 
But Rep . Peter A. Pey ser, R- 
N.Y., said he was concerned 
that a House decision not to in­ 
v estigate U.S. intelligence 
agencies “may be a cover-up of 
the CIA.” 
One p resent member of the 
select committee, Rep . Robert 
N. Giaimo, D-Conn., said “I 
want an effectiv e intelligence 
op eration but I don’t want to 
see a secret gov ernment decid­ 
ing for itself what is p rop er. 
That is what we must in­ 
v estigate.” 
The House is debating a reso­ 
lution ap p rov ed by the House 
Rules Committee to abolish the 
ex isting 10-member select com­ 
mittee and rep lace it with a 13- 
member one with an identical 
mandate. 
Pike, a New York Democrat 
who headed the House inquiry 
on the Pueblo affair, was un­ 
derstood to be the choice of 
Sp eaker Carl Albert. 
Albert also was understood to 
have decided not to ap p oint 
Rep . Lucien N. Nedzi, D-Mich., 
and Rep . Michael J. Harring­ 
ton, D-Mass., to the new com­ 
mittee, but p ut the other eight 
current members back on the 
new committee. 
The select committee was set 
up by the House in February to 
inv estigate U.S.

But the committee 
was embroiled in dissension 
from the start and became 
deadlocked last month when 
fiv ecommittee Democrats tried 
to force Nedzi to resign.

Amboy Board okays tentative budget 


By CONNI DETTMAN 
AMBOY— A tentative budget was ap­ 
proved Tuesday night by members of the Am­ 
boy Board of Education. The budget called for 
total expenditures of $2,135,350, with an oper­ 
ating fund estimate of $2,807,878.69. 
Donald Skidmore, superintendent of the 
Amboy School District, presented the tenta­ 
tive budget to board members for approval. 
Itemized expenditures for each fund present­ 
ed were: educational fund, $1,580,025; trans­ 
portation fund, $178,000; building fund, $179,- 
600; Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund, $38,- 
000; and bond and interest, $150,725. Final ac­ 
tion on the budget by the board is expected in 
August following a public hearing on the bud­ 
get Aug. 19. 
Jim Mahar, head wrestling coach for Am­ 
boy High School, appeared before the board 
requesting an assistant wrestling coach. Ma­ 
har told the board last year he had 27 students 
in his frosh-soph wrestling program and 
spending the extra time with these boys 
teaching them the sport was hurting the 
upper-cla ss wrestling pro g ra m. Ma ha r a dded 


wrestling was an up-and-coming sport and 
last year the program ended with 35 boys par­ 
ticipating. He said wrestling was an individ­ 
ual sport, coached on an individual basis, and 
not like basketball or football where students 
have to be taught to work as a team. Mahar 
added he is presently working a program at 
his own cost to help improve the wrestlers. 
Prior to Mahar’s comments, Skidmore 
recommended the board reject the request 
for the assistant because of expenditures for 
the coming year and the questionable reve­ 
nues to be received from the state. The board 
realized there might be a financial problem 
with the hiring of a new assistant and also 
realize there is a space problem. At the pres­ 
ent time the wrestlers are practicing in the 
cafeteria. The board tabled the request and 
suggested the administration and athletic di­ 
rector study the sports staff situation after 
school begins. 
The board approved a high school insur­ 
ance package to include football insurance 
from the Continental Insurance Company. 
Skidmore cited additional hospitalization, 


ambulance and pre-existing condition for an 
injury in recommending the new policy over a 
policy from Mutual of Omaha. The premium 
will cost students $7 with the district to pick 
up the additional cost for the football insur­ 
ance. Skidmore added the students would 
have the choice between the insurance or 
signing a waiver on accidents. 
Gary Croegaert, present basketball coach 
at Amboy High School, was appointed as ath­ 
letic director for the school. Croegaert was 
appointed on a probationary basis on a 5-2 
vote. 
A bid from the Land-0-Lakes Milk Compa­ 
ny was approved to provide milk for the Am­ 
boy schools. The contract with the company 
will have an escalator clause with the cost of 
white milk .0847 and chocolate milk .0897. The 
other bid was submitted by Beatrice Foods. 
The architect firm of Burger-Kelley was 
tentatively approved by the board and Robert 
Castendyck was retained as attorney for legal 
advice on the junior high project. 
Head teachers at the outlying schools in 
the district were given a $700 raise for in­ 


creased responsibility at the schools. The 
raise, approved on a 5-2 vote, was granted 
provided the teaches get to work early enough 
to supervise early-arriving bus students. 
Fifteen-cent mileage grants for school 
personnel who must use their car for work 
and a 13-cent grant for Skidmore were ap­ 
proved by the board. The board also approved 
mileage grants for the special education of co­ 
op workers. 
In-service training for reading teachers by 
a specialist from the University of Illinois was 
approved. The only cost to the district will be 
the use of the facility for the class which will 
be scheduled in the future. The cost to faculty 
for the training will be $60 with a 75 per cent 
reimbursement. 
In other action the board adopted a resolu­ 
tion to establish the school’s activity ac­ 
counts; 
—Approved a fund transfer from the edu­ 
cational fund to the transportation fund for 
the purchase of three new buses; 
—Voted to repair the roof on the Sublette

CHICAGO (A P) — For the 
second time in less than a year, 
a large amount of money is 
missing from Purolator Secur­ 
ity, Inc., victim last autumn of 
the largest cash theft in U.S. 
history. 
Some $150,000, mostly in $20 
bills, vanished Friday instead 
of being delivered by armored 
truck to the South Suburban 
Federal Savings and Loan As­ 
sociation in suburban Harvey. 
The Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation said Tuesday it is in­ 
vestigating the disappearance 
of the money which was being 
shipped for Continental Illinois 
National Bank & Trust Co. to 
the savings and loan. 
The loss, which police say oc­ 
curred between 8:15 a.m. and 
11:15 a.m., was discovered 
when the truck arrived in Har­ 
vey Friday after making nearly 
a dozen previous deliveries. 
The truck’s driver and mes­ 
senger, who were not named, 
called the Purolator office im­ 
mediately, 
said 
George 
H. 
Childs, the firm ’s regional vice 
president. All their previous de­ 
livery stops that morning were 
checked and 
the 
Purolator 
main plant was searched by 
F B I agents but the money was 
not found. 
The driver and the messen­ 
ger also passed extensive lie 
detector tests, said John Pratt, 
a Purolator senior vice presi­ 
dent, and tests are planned for 
other employes later in the 
week. 
Pratt said the men “ have 
been cleared both of any con­ 
spiracy to steal the money or of 
any dereliction in adherence to 
company policy.” 
Purolator, a division of Ar­ 
mored Express Corp., delivers 
about 3,000 packages of money 


each day in its 55 trucks, Pratt 
said. 
The theft occurred almost 
nine months after 
the dis­ 
appearance of some $4.3 million 
Oct. 20 from the Purolator 
building just north of the Loop. 
Four of six men indicted in 
connection with the October 
theft have been sentenced to 
prison terms. One was ac­ 
quitted and the sixth, a onetime 
Purolator security guard, has 
not stood trial because he suf­ 
fered brain damage when he 
went into a coma while in cus­ 
tody in December. 
Authorities recovered only 
about $1.45 million of the mon­ 
ey taken. • 
Richard Held, F B I agent in 
charge of the Chicago office, 
said Agent Ramon Statton, who 
commanded the investigation 
into last fall’s theft, would 
coordinate the current probe 
with members of the Illinois 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
Illinois 
Legislative 
In ­ 
vestigating Commission. 
‘There is a 
pretty good 
chance” 
that 
Friday’s

appearance was caused by em­ 
ployes at the main plant, Held 
speculated. He would not say 
whether

marked or elaborate on how 
the money disappeared, though 
he added, 
“ We have some 
ideas.” 
Pratt said customers of Pu­ 
rolator who normally receive 
large amounts of cash also 
were being checked to see if 
they had the money, which was 
contained in a burlap bag about 
two feet square. 
“ Whoever is walking around 
with a big burlap bag that he 
hasn’t opened, should open it.

A spokesman for the Legal 
Assistance Foundation, which 
brought the suit, said the state 
must notify the recipients and 
reinstate full benefits retro­ 
active to July 1. 


Because of another class ac­ 
tion suit filed by the foundation, 
the public aid department took 
out advertisements in two ma­ 
jor Chicago newspapers Tues­ 
day in an attempt to locate 
nearly 1,000 Cook County resi­ 
dents who are owed money. 
The U S District Court or­ 
dered the department to pay 
$100 plus 6 per cent interest to 
persons who applied for aid for 
dependent children but were 
neither accepted nor rejected 
within a 45-day period from 
Feb. 1, 1973, to Jan, 31, 1975. 
The court ruled that 45 days 
was enough time to process the 
applications and taking longer 
was a violation of federal law. 
The names will be reprinted 
in two other major Chicago 
newspapers on Aug. 1. 


Community centers suffer in mental health cuts

More than a third of Gov. Dan­ 
iel Walker’s cuts in the budget 
approved by the legislature for 
the 
Department 
of 
Mental 
Health came in grants to com­ 
munity services. 
The governor’s office Tues 
day released details of cuts 
made in that budget and the 
Department of Children and 
Fam ily Services, which had 
been announced Sunday. 
Walker vetoed some $10 mil- 


lion from the $114 million budg­ 
et for DCFS and chopped near­ 
ly $15 million from the $360 mil­ 
lion budget approved for Men­ 
tal Health Despite the cute, the 
governor said, the approved ap­ 
propriations were larger than 
for fiscal 1975, which ended 
June 30. 
More than $5 million was cut 
from amounts approved by the 
General Assembly for commu­ 
nity services for the mentally 
ill, developmentally disabled 
and alcoholic treatment. 
The remainder of the cute 


came in the budgets for state- 
owned f acili ties, including $550, - 
000 for operation of a medical 
and surgical unit at the Anna 
State Hospital which the legis­ 
lature had added to the bill 
A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor 
said the reductions 
in 
grants to community facilities 
were 
intended 
to eliminate 
money added in those areas by 
the legislature above the gover­ 
nor’s March request. 
Walker said cute in general 
revenue 
spending 
proposals 
were needed to avoid a budget 


deficit or tax increase in fiscal 
1976 
Eighty per cent of the DCFS 
reduction was in the legislative 
appropriations for day care 
services and grants to foster 
homes, homemaker services 
and institutional 
and group 
home care. 
The governor reduced the 
day care services appropriation 
passed by the legislature from 
$10.4 million to $9 million; for 
foster care from $23.9 million to 
$19 1 million; for homemaker 
services from $2 6 million to $2 


million; and for institutional 
and group home care from 
$24.1 million to $22 7 million. 
The governor’s spokesman 
said the day care services 
budget was cut 6 per cent be­ 
low Walker’s March request, 
while the budget for purchase 
of care was cut less than 6 per 
cent. 
Walker said in his veto mes­ 
sage, however, that his reduc­ 
tions constituted a 6 per cent 
slash overall in general reve­ 
nue Spending platpi he proposed 
for DCFS last March.

“ Dr. Crane, if Mr. Chappell 
admits that physicians ‘have no 
present cure for arthritis or its 
symptoms,’ why does he urge 
patients to continue spending 
their money running to doc­ 
tors?” 
Pat My Back 
‘P a t my back” is the appar­ 
ent answer to Mr. Chappell. 
Since he is the science editor 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, it is obviously good pol­ 
itics to pat his boss on the back! 
Even though in so doing, he 
demonstrates a flagrant evi­ 
dence of illogic! 
For when he says “there is no 
present cure for arthritis or its 
symptoms,” isn’t it foolish to 
waste more $$$$$ running to 
doctors who admit they can’t 
help you? 
“Pat my back and I’ll pat 
yours,” is a common strategy 
of bureaucrats, both in govern­ 


ment as well as the home office 
of the AMA and even our 
churches, too. 
There are 4 4 water soluble 
trace chemicals from the soil 
that are in our human blood, 
pumped with every beat of our 
heart to every cell of the body. 
Surely God designed us to use 
those chemicals, eh? 
But many of them are now in 
very low amounts in our food, 
due to the leaching of our soil 
for centuries via rains and 
melting snow. 
Remember, the moment the 
continents first rose out of the 
sea, the soil and the sea had the 
same chemistry. 
But the very first rainfall 
started upsetting this balance, 
so the land has been steadily 
losing its water soluble chemi­ 
cals. 


Back in 1955, some of you 
may recall my feud with the 
Food & Drug Administration 
over my statement that these 
trace chemicals MAY be of val­ 
ue in treating deficiency ail­ 
ments. 
“There is nothing in the sea of 
ANY medical value,” pom­ 
pously exclaimed the head of 
the FDA in 1955. 
But now the FDA is climbing 
on the bandwagon of the bio­ 
chemists until the former editor 
of our AMA Journal recently 
admitted that 14 of those trace 
chemicals are ESSENTIAL! 
And every few months, medi­ 
cal researchers show the vital 
need by our bodies for one or 
more of those other 4 4 . 
Sea water is free to those of 
you along the oceans or Great 
Salt Lake, which is probably 
why medics and Mr. Chappel 
inveigh against sea water. 
For if you folks can treat 
yourselves effectively at little 
or no expense, many physicians 
think they’ll lose money, eh?

DEAR DR. LA M B- I have 
heard more than once that 
there is no nutrition in dry ce­ 
real. Is this true? I am espe 
daily interested in corn flakes 
as I usually eat these for break 
fast, and I have been doing so 
because I thought they were 
good for me. 
DEAR R EA D ER — Then? 
have been lots of news items 
about this, and you have to be a 
good sleuth to separate the 
propaganda from the facts. 
Part of the trouble is in how you 
measure things. You can m eas­ 
ure food value in portions by 
weight, such as so many calo­ 
ries in an ounce or by volume as 
so many calories in a cup. It 
makes a big difference. 
Dry cereal contains a lot of 
food value when measured by 
weight. A cup of dry cereal 
won’t have so much because it 
doesn’t weigh much. It is the 
popcorn phenomenon where the 
volume is increased by expan­ 
sion in preparation. Once it is 
moist and in the stomach as a 
much-like consistency, its vol­ 
ume shrinks, so you can eat a 
lot if you want to do so, 
The big cry was raised about 
the food value of cereals when 
the values were expressed as 
volume, not weight. There are 
some cereals that are better for 
you than others It is a fact, 
however, that the cereal group 
is one of the basic food groups 
that you need for a balanced di­ 
et. Most prepared cereals are 
fortified with vitamins 
and 
sometimes minerals, in addi­ 
tion to their calorie value The 
cereal fiber is important for 
normal digestive action and 
should be included in every nor­ 
mal, well-balanced diet, The 
whole wheat and bran products 


are among the best cereals to 
use for this purpose. 
In a society where most peo­ 
ple eat too many calories and 
often calories from the wrong 
kinds of foods, the cereal group, 
with its important vitamins and 
bulk, is a better food choice 
than high calorie fatty foods 
that contain little or no bulk and 
increase the likelihood of heart 
and vascular disease in many 
people. 
DEAR DR. LA M B- My hus­

READER— Malig­ 
nant doesn’t always mean can­ 
cer. You can even have a m a­ 
lignant personality. The term 
used with hypertension means 
{ 
»articularly severe, uncontrol- 
able high blood pressure, or 
even rapidly developing severe 
high blood pressure 
The stroke, of course, is a 
com plication of high blood 
pressure. Your husband must 
have had high blood pressure 
related to kidney d isease, 
which resulted in the accumu­ 
lation of urea or uremia

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Little done about 
unlicensed doctors 
at state facilities

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 
Few changes have been made 
in the three years since state 
officials promised stiffer regu­ 
lation of the unlicensed doctors 
and psychiatrists legally per-' 
m itt^ to treat patients in Il­ 
linois mental institutions, an 
Associated Press study shows. 
Nearly half the doctors prac­ 
ticing 
in state mental 
in- 
stituti(His are unlicensed and 
prohibited by law from treating 
anyone else, 
state 
records 
show. 
These doctors, most of them 
graduates of foreign medical 
schools, have obtained a special 
state permit allowing them to 
work in the mental institutions, 
although virtually all of them 
have failed repeatedly the li­ 
censing examination required 
for the general practice of 
medicine in this country. 
Three years ago, a death at 
Elgin State Hospital led to the 
c(Miviction (rf Dr. Richardo Mu- 
noz-Valez on charges of in­ 
voluntary manslaughter. 
An 
investigation 
revealed 
that Munoz l^d obtained his 
state permit fraudulently, 
claiming to have attended a Qi- 
ban medical school at a time 
when it was closed. 
Then Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
promised tighter controls over 
the permit doctcH^ after this in­ 
cident. 
The steiMi he wdered includ­ 
ed: 
—Requiring all permit doc­ 
tors to pass a qualifying test. 
The permits had been issued to 
anyone who could produce a di- 
plcHTia from a medical school 
and certain other documents. 
—An investigation into the 
background of all permit appli­ 
cants to f(»*eclo6 e the possi­ 
bility of forged documents. 
—Better supervisimi of the 
permit doctors, including eval- 
uatimis of their perf(H*mance 
every three months. 
But interviews with current 
state officials have disclosed 
that two of these stef^ have yet 
to be taken. The third has been 
implemented, but there is a dif­ 
ference of opinion over how 
well it has worked. 
—A law passed in 1973 to re­ 
quire permit applicants to pass 
a qualifying test is tied up in 
the courts, and a state Supreme 
Court ruling is not possible un­ 
til at least November. 
—A spokesman for the De­ 
partment of Registration and 
Eklucation 
said 
no 
routine 
checks currently are being 
made into the backgrounds of 
permit applicants. “I can’t 
send teams of investigators to 
India or Africa,” said Director 
Ronald Stackler. 
—Dr. Leroy Levitt, directcMT 
of the state Department of 
Mental Health, said all permit 
doct(M*s currently are being 
evaluated every three m(xiths. 
He said none had been dis­ 
missed for incanpetence since 
the Munoz incident and said the 
system was w(H'king well. 
However, a l^islative com­ 
mission that investigated sub­ 
sequent patient deatl^ at Elgin 


State Hospital concluded the 
deaths were largely the result 
of ’’inadequate and cursory 
medical care and treatment” 
(Ml the part of both licensed and 
unlicensed doctors on the staff. 
Levitt said this conclusion was 
’’unfounded.” 
The case now pending before 
the Supreme Court involves a 
suit filed by Dr. Arturo Rios 
against the state Department of 
Personnel and the Department 
of Registration and Education. 
Rios, in a suit filed on behalf 
of himself and some 50 other 
permit doctors, is seeking to 
prevent implementation of the 
1973 law requiring them to pass 
a qualifying examination before 
being allowed to practice at 
state institutions. 
This law would set up a spe­ 
cial test and still w(Hild not re­ 
quire passage of the full medi­ 
cal licensing examination re­ 
quired for practice outside the 
state institutions. 
Spokesmen for the Illinois 
State Medical Society contend 
that anything short of a re­ 
quirement fcM" full licensing re­ 
sults in second-class health 
care 
for 
institutionalized 
patients. 
One leading medical licensing 
official, writing in the Journal 
(rf the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, has said that the use of 
permit doct(M’s by Illin(Ms and 
other states c(Mistitutes a na- 
b(Mial scandal. 
Levitt argues, however, that 
fully licensed physiciai» cannot 
be attracted to work in mental 
institutions because of the low 
pay and depressing environ­ 
ment. Without the permit doc­ 
tors, 
he 
said, 
mental 
in­ 
stitutions in the state would be 
”paralyzed.” 
Acc(rding to state records, 
193 of the 42S doctors employed 
by the Department of Mental 
Health at state mental in­ 
stitutions are unlicensed and 
hold the special permits. 


A few other permit doctors 
are employed by the Depart­ 
ment of Children and Family 
Service to work at the Illinois 
Veterans Home in Quincy and 
the Illinois Childrens’ H(»pital- 
School in Chicago. 
Levitt said the permit doctors 
in his department had provided 
years of competent and depend­ 
able service to the state, and 
that any requirement that all 
docUrs at state institutions be 
fully licensed would ’’certainly 
cause the closure of some (rf 
our facilities and impair the 
health care provided to all in­ 
stitutionalized patients.” 
Two stei» Ogilvie (n*dered in 
the wake of the Munoz incident 
have been implemented over 
the past three years: Salaries 
for doctors at state institutions 
have been raised to attract 
more physicians and give m(M-e 
incentive to permit doctors to 
beccxne fully licensed, and the 
special permits must now be 
renewed every year instead of 
.every two years. 
Fully licensed doctors now 
can receive up to about $45,000, 
c(Mupared with around $25,000 
three years ago, Levitt said.

CHICAGO (AP) — The mur­ 
der rate will remain high so 
long as the ec(Miomy remains in 
a slump, says a California psy­ 
chiatrist. 
‘The police, political leaders 
and others in positions of au­ 
thority do not seem to recog­ 
nize that increasing economic 
expectations combined with a 
depressed economy have some­ 
thing to do with the growing 
murder rate,” he says. 


The psychiatrist, Dr. Donald 
T. Lunde of Stanford University 
medical 
school, 
Palo 
Alto, 
wrote in the July issue of Psy­ 
chology Today that “Many be­ 
lieve that tougher criminal pen­ 
alties, increased rehabilitation 
pr(^rams and more money to 
beef up police forces will stem 
the blo(xiy tide. “They assume 
falsely that there is a ‘criminal 
element’ in this country that 
can be identified and then ei­ 
ther killed or cured,” he said. 
But murderers are not a 
homogeneous group of “bad 


guys,” he said. They include 
husbands, wives, lovers, neigh­ 
bors or friends who no longer 
can 
endure 
chronic 
dis­ 
satisfaction and frustration. 
Lunde pointed out that almost 
a third of all murder victims 
are related to their killers, and 
another third are acquaint­ 
ances, 


Americans kill each other 
twice as fast as they did 20 
years ago, he reports, and one 
of every 10,000 Americans will 
be slain in 1975. 
‘The 
magnitude 
of 
this 
slaughter becomes clear when 
we realize that more of us were 
slain in the last four years than 
were killed in the Viehiam 
war,” the psychiatrist said. 
In the past, murder rat^ 
dropped 
during 
economic 
slumps and suicide rates rose, 
he noted. 
The opposite seems to be tru€ 
today t^ a u se Americans n( 
l(Miger blame themselves for 
their material misfortunes but 


blame society so they lash out 
against others, he wrote, 
“Unfortunately, there are no 
certain methcxis that will stop 
the massacre, and if the econo­ 
my remains stagnant — and I 
believe it will for several years 
— the murder rate will contin­ 
ue to climb,” he said. 
The psychiatrist also said 
other 
factors 
in 
American 
society contribute to the surge 
of killing. 
‘The simple fact that Ameri­ 
cans now own more than 50 
million handguns contributes to 
the 
likelihciod 
of 
murder,” 
Lunde said. 
Thousands of Vietnam-war 
veterans psychologically at­ 
tuned to using weap(Mis have 
returned, he noted, and young 
people — more likely to com­ 
mit murder — make up an in­ 
creasing prop(M*tion of the p(^u- 
lation.

MILWAUKEE (AP)— Cincinnati catcher 
Johnny Bench is one of those all-stars who, it 
seems, does his thing on an annual basis at 
baseball’s midsummer classic. 
“You get a little generated when y ou’re able 
to make a big p lay at a time it gets y ou out of a 
tough situation," said Bench, who subtly help ed 
the National League to a 6-3 v ictory ov er the 
frustrated American League Tuesday night. 
“It’s kind of like hitting the ball out of the 
p ark." 
Bench, who also knocked in his six th All- 
Star run with a third-inning single off Kansas 
City ’s Stev e Busby , is now 9 -for-22 in eight All- 
Star games for a lofty .409 av erage. 
Bench gunned a p erfect throw to Los An­ 
geles first baseman Stev e Garv ey to p ick off 
Oakland’s Bert Camp aneris and end the fourth 
inning. 
“He just jump ed off,” continued Bench. “I’d 
been try ing to check in the dugout to see if they 
wanted me to throw down, but when Bobby 
Bonds lunged out at the p itch it really gav e me 
a good op p ortunity to throw.” 
The American League had two runners on 
base with two out in the fourth, try ing to cut 
into a 3-0 deficit with Bonds of the New York 
Yankees batting at the moment Bench nailed 
Camp aneris. 
“It just hap p ened,” said Camp aneris. 
“Bench is the only one that could hav e got me." 


The v eteran shortstop was only one of sev ­ 
eral A s who left slightly the worse for wear, 
along with some of the game’s other top stars. 
New York Mets ace Tom Seav er was tagged 
for a three-run homer, a 400-foot clout, by Bos­ 
ton’s Carl Yastrzemski that tied the score 3-3 in 
the six th. 
“I really don’t feel embarrassed at all about 
giv ing up the home run,’ said Seav er.

older sisters. I’m the baby of 
the family .
